Mrs. Serjeant Slamekin. May it pleaſe the 
Honourable Court, and you Gentlewomen of 
the Jury, the Priſoner at the Bar, hopes you 
don't believe one Word that has been given 
in Evidence againſt him; I believe he hopes ſo 
indeed; but his Hope is like that of the Hypo- 
crite, it periſheth, It was Hope, vain deluſive 
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Hope, which dragg'd him from one Step to ano- 
ther of this horrid Crime, till it has brought him 
to this Bar. He hoped firſt that he ſhould be 
able to ſeduce her by Flattery and deluſive 
Dreams of promiſed Grandeur, to conſent wil- 
Ungly to gratify his unſatiable and unnatural 
Luſt; but in that he was deceived ; he was o- 
bliged to have Recourſe to Force, and hoped that 
Force, that .cruel and unnatural Violence his 
lawleſs Appetite prompted him to uſe, would 
have been concealed ; in that too he has been 
deceived, it's as publick as the Voice of Fame 
can make it. He hoped too, that the innocent 
helpleſs Sufferer durſt not complain ; that the 
Greatneſs of his Rank, the Eclat of his Birth and 
Title would deter all Mankind from expoſing 
or reſenting the Cauſe of raviſhed Beauty ; in 
this too his Hopes have been deceived. Inno- 
cence inſpired the fair Victim with Courage, and 
Juſtice has procured her Friends to ſupport her 
againſt the Force of Fraud, Violence and Op- 
preſſion, back*d with Power, Pomp and Titles, 
He hoped too the Affair would appear fo im- 
probable to the bulk of Mankind, who expect- 
ed better Things from a Man of his Rank, 
Wiſdom and Prudence, that none would be. 
eve it, and conſequently, that the Grand Jury 
would throw out the Bill; but in this he has Han 
likewiſe miſerably deceived. The F orce of in- 
effable Truth appeared ſo ſtrong, ſo glaring, 
that if all Eugland hadcompoſed the Grand Jury, 
ſurely there could not have been found a ſingle 
Negative in the whole Aſſembly. He has car. 
ry'd his 7 * even to this Bar, and ſhelters 
rim in the vain Opinion that lncredulity OA 
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| the plaineſt Truths mult poſſeſs the learned 
Bench, and that the Jury muſt ſhut their Eyes, 
and give a Verdict contrary , to the Evidence 
of all their Senſes ; in that I hope he may hkes 
wiſe be deceived; and then lęt him carry his 
Hopes to the fatal Tree; where I wiſh the Hope 
ol an happy hereafter may make his Exit calm, 
and ſpeak Peace to his deſpairing Soul. In 
that I hope he may not be diſappointed, but in 
every other Hope on this Side the Grave, 
ſurely without any Breach of Charity, I may 
wiſh him fruſtrated. In the mean time it's my 
Buſineſs, Gentle women of the Jury, to convince 
you, that ſuch Evidence has been given in Be- 
half of the Crown, as is ſufficient in Law to 
determine vou to give a Verdict againſt the 

Priſoner, 
The Crime, my Ladies, and you Gated. 
men of the Jury, laid in the Inditment, and 
pen'd by the Council for the Crown, is the 
Crime of Seduction and Raviſhment, wluch all 
Human Societies from the earlieſt Ages of the 
World, and even in Perods wherein Mankind 
were moſt overwhelmed with Vice and Immora- 
lity, has been branded as the moſt Atrocious. 
The Law of God, made the deflow'ring a Vir- 
gin, tho' with her. own Conſent, Capital; and 
how much more ought it to be deemed ſo, 
when the Virgin deflowered was ſcarce capable 
of giving a Conſent, and when the Crime was 
perpetrated by unnatural Violence. The Civi- 
lians all over Europe, - puniſh Seduction by Pro- 
miſes and Flattery, capitally z where the Maid 
is of honeſt Reputation, and was under tlie 
Guardianſhip of ker Relations, unleſs Reparation

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is made by Mile" : But with how much 
more Severity ought this Crime to be puniſh'd, 
which includes in it not only ſimple Seduction 
df a Maid of reputable Character and Family, 
but that the Seduction, baſe and barbarous in 
itſelf, is followed by an unnatural Rape upon 
the Body of an Infant: Other Countries have 

Racks, Wheels, Engines, and various Tortures 
to heighten Miſery, prolong Anguiſh, and Pro- 


portion the Puniſhment to the Nature of the 


Crimes; but ſuch is the happy Lenity of this 
Conſtitution, that Death in the eaſieſt Manner 

is the higheſt Puniſnment we can inflict. But 
wie Compariſon is there between Death and a 
Rape? What Proportion does Hanging bear to 
the horrid Crime you have ſeen proved before 
you? The Criminal dies, but he dies in a Mo- 
ment and his Pain ceaſes; but the Anguiſh of 


ſuffering Innocence was of a longer Date, and 


Preys upon the young Victim to the lateſt Day 
of her Life. The diſmal Thought of loſt Ho- 
Nour, tarniſh'd Reputation, the Taunts, the 


Scoffs of tlie malicious World, muſt remain 
with her while ſhe lives, and long after the Cri- 


minal is rotten in his Grave; can you then, Gen- 
tlewomen of the Jury, permit one Spark of Pity 


to take Place in your Breaſts, for the ſlow 
Murderer of ſo much Yourh, Innocence and 


Beauty ?- Can you heſitate one Moment to pro- 
nounce him Guilty, againſt whom the Evidence 


is ſo clear, that no Truth can be plainer, and 


without any Circumſtances occuring in the whole 


Courſe of the Tryal that can give you the leaſt 
rene: Idea of the Man or 11 Intentions.

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Had he, Gentlewomen of the Jury, been 

| hurried to it by a ſudden Fit of ungovernable 
Paſſion, had he perpetrated the horrid Deed 
when in Liquor, there would have been ſome 
Room to have pity'd his Raſhneſs: But you 
hear, by the Evidence, that this Helliſn Action 
was premeditated, a deliberate, ſettled Act of 
the Mind, which argues the Man naturally vi- 
cious, and all his Morals tainted with the groſſeſt 
Luſts. The Thing was contrived and con- 
certed between him and his Pimp, the Purveyor 
of his Pleaſures; and the Victim mark*d out 
ſome Months before they could bring their En- 
gines to play; they fat in ſolemn Council to 
hatch Means, lay Plots and contrive Stratagems 
to bring her to their Lure. And even when 
they had prevailed ſo far as to make her quit her 
Father's kindly Roof, they take farther Time 
to deliberate, before they bring the Tragedy to 
the fatal Cataſtrophe, all which argues natural 
Proneneſs to Wickedneſs, and the moſt con- 
ſummate premeditated Malice, which is the 
chief Ingredient in any Crime whatever, and 
when ſo clearly proved, as in this Caſe, never 
fails to aggravate the Offence. |

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Ladies of Pleaſure, who are up late and early, 
and ſpend all their Time in promoting the im- 
portant Buſineſs of Pleaſure; and, on their Ac- 
count, I hope the Gentlewomen of the Jury will 
find the Priſoner guilty, and not allow, to go 
unpuniſhed, a Perfon who has acted ſo much 
contrary to the Intereſt of ſo large a Part of their 
Sex. For if this Taſte for green Girls, this Itch 
after unripe Maidenheads, ſhould: take Place 
amongſt the Beau Monde, what would become of 
their Trade. Now and then, indeed, a cunning 
old Woman can new vamp, and rig out an old 
Affair, with all the Signs and Symptoms of a 
new unrifled Commodity : With this the Cuſto- 
mer may be pleaſed, and the Nymph enabled to 
bring her Maidenhead to Market, perhaps half a 
Dozen Times in a Winter, and by that Means 
pay off her Tally Woman, Chamber Rent, and 
urgeon's Bill; but if the Taſte runs upon green 
Fruit, upon meer Babbies of twelve or thirteen 
Years of Age, there is no counterfeiting there, 
and half the Ladies of the Town muſt ſtarve;

Vulgar, by the Name of Bawds. You ſee here, he 
dealt in Love in a clandeſtine Manner; the fair 
Trader would have uſed a Broker, and there would 
have been Commiſſion Money, and ſeveral other 
uſeful Perquiſites and Emoluments ariſing from 
the Sale of ſo good a Bargain. But he has cheated 
the Trade of all this, and, contrary to all Rule, 
employed his raſcally Valet as his Pimp, without 
the Conſent or Aſſiſtance of a licenſed Broker. 
If this too ſhould become a Faſhion, how many 
| honeſt induſtrious good Women, worn out in 
the Service of the Publick, muſt turn out on the 
Pariſh, or be obliged to Mill-Doll in their Buffs 
for Stripes and Bread and Water? It would 
grieve my Heart, to ſee ſo -many induſtrious 
Creatures turned a Grazing in their old Age, 
which muſt be the Caſe, if Gentlemen pretend to 
be their own Caterers, or employ their greaſy _ 
Footmen in a Branch of Buſineſs, they have no 
legal Right to intermeddle in. 


Had ripe blooming Beauty warm'd his Heart, 
he might have found Friends even in this Aſſem⸗ 
bly, who would have forgiven the Violence, and 
pardoned him for raviſhing a Bliſs to himſelf, 
when he communicated ſome to them: But in

Gentlewomen of the Fury, You have heard the 
Cauſe fully opened by the learned Council for 
the Crown, and the Nature and Circumſtances 
of the Crime very amply diſplayed in ſumming 
up the Evidence, ſo that I have very little Occa- 
ſion to trouble you, or take up your Time, with 
what you are already very well acquainted with. 
I am only to obſerve to you, that every Fact 
laid in the Indictment is fully proved. The firſt 

„ of 
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of theſe Facts is the ſeducing the Proſecutrix 
from her Father's Houſe ; that, you have heard 
proved by herſelf, as Evidence for the Crown, and 
by James, the Priſoner's Servant, (who it ſeems 
was Maſter of the Ceremonies in the conducting 
and managing this Affair) and by Letters like- 
wiſe proved to be written by his own Hand, and 
delivered by his Orders. The next material 
Fact is, the Rape which followed upon this Se- 
duction. The Evidence, James, leads you to 
the Apartment, prepares the Entertainment, and 
like a well bred Man, who knows his Cue, leaves 
the Parties to fill up the Remainder of the Scene 
by themſelves. That laſt Part, with a great 
many baſe and 2goravating Circumſtances, you 
have circumſtantially related by herſelf, who in 
this Caſe is a good Witneſs, and the only Wit- 
neſs capable of reſolving ſome Queſtions which 
the Law deem neceſſary on ſuch Tryals. To 
theſe ſhe has given you, full, explicite, and ſa- 
tisfactory Anſwers, which for obvious Reaſons I 
chuſe not to repeat, ſince they relate to Circum- 
ſtances too apt to dwell upon the Memory to 
be ſoon forgot. And to conclude the Mat- 
ter, they have brought Proof, that after he had 
thus baſely violated her Chaſtity, he had the In- 
humanity to leave her to Diſtreſs and Want, 
without making the leaſt Proviſion for her, tho?

fore : But in that Caſe, whether ſhe gave Con- 
ſent or not, the Law would preſume all carnal 
Knowledge of her to be a Rape, which it does 
not now ſhe is turned of twelve. However as 
it has been proved, that he had ſuch Knowledge 
of her Body without her Conſent, I think if you 
credit her Evidence, and that of the Pimp 
James, you mult bring in your Verdict, Guilty. 


And it's my Opinion further, that you can- 
not doubt of the Facts; that you muſt believe 
them, and ought to reſent them, not only on 
the Account of the Proſecutor's particular In- 
tereſt, but as he has injured a great Part of the 
Sex. Is it not monſtrous that a promiſing 
young Gentleman ſhould indulge and bend all 
his Endeavours to gratify an unnatural Appe- 
tite for a pouting Baby, (as Girls do for Chalk, 
Cinders, or Oatmeal) when there are ſo many 
proper, ripe, willing Women, ready to anſwer 
their Call on all Occaſions ; had he been in ſome 
defolate Iſland, in ſome deſert Corner of the 
Earth, where no Women could be found, he 
might have been ſomewhat excuſed for catching 
at the firſt Thing that bore any Reſemblance to 
the Sex. But that here, in this Capital, this 
great Emporium of Pleaſure, where every Lane, 
every Alley, every Street and Corner, could 
ſupply him with Food enough to ſatisfy the 
moſt voracious Appetite, what Excuſe can be

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made for him? Will he urge that he has a poor

ſqueemiſh Stomach, that can be fed with nothing

ſhould once become a general Faſhion, adieu to 


We fhould 
have no kept Miſtreſſes, no Bagnio's, no Place 
of Reſort for ſecret Pleaſures. no fine Clothes, 
no Money, nor even Neceſſaries, let us be ne- 
ver ſo induſtrious in our Vocation, ſince we 
cannot be always twelve or thirteen, nor is it 


ſſible to counterfeit at five and twenty, much 
leſs at five and forty; and I know many who 
are now enabled to make their Stock of Beauty 
hold out even beyond that Date. But to anſwer 


his Taſte, we muſt be rotten ſome Years before 
we are now deemed ripe, therefore I recommend it 
to you as my Opinion, and that of my Siſters the 
Judges, that the Priſoner is guilty of a Crime, 
which your Verdi&t will prove to be odious in 


your Eyes, and that Dearu 1s the leaft, as well 


as the greateſt Satisfaction he can make, both to 
the Proſecutrix and to Society in General, which 
he has equally injured, 


The Jury retired for a few Minutes, and then

You have had a fair and impartial Tryal ; 
you have put yourſelf upon your Country, 
which has tried and found you guilty, and its now 
my Office to condemn you : An Office, which 
I, as a private Subject comply with, with Re- 
oret ; but as a Judge, I muſt feel no ſoft Pangs. 
of Pity for the Guilty, nor Compaſſion for the 
Wicked, Hitherto, Sir, you were ſuppoſed in- 
nocent, and treated in every Reſpect as ſuch ; 
but now the Caſe is altered; we muſt look upon 
you as guilty, and I hope, Sir, you will look 
upon yourſelf in that Light, in Order to prepare 
yourſelf for another World. The Action you 
are now to be condemned for, is not only 
deemed Criminal by human, but by Divine 
Apointment: It is no particular Offence againſt 
the Government you ſuffer for; it is no politick 
Law, contrived to ſupport a tottering State, or 
ſcreen a wicked Miniſtry, that has affected your 
Life : In ſuch a Caſe you might have ſmiled at 
the Solemnity of a Trial, and have gone to a 
Gibbet as to a Jubilee. No, Sir, it is quite 
otherwiſe, it is for a Crime you would have beeri 
puniſhed for among the Hottentots; a Crime, 
marked as ſuch, by the Law of Nature, the Di- 
vine Law, and the concurring Voice of all Man- 
kind. I would not be thought to exaggerate 
the Deplorableneſs of your Caſe, but I think it 
the Duty of my Office to take this Occaſion to 
exhort you, not to flatter yourſelf with the Hopes 
of Life, or raiſe deluſive Expectations upon 
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worldly Power and Grandeur, but ſpeedily make 
your Peace with the Almighty, and repent while 
you yet may, for there is no Repentance in the 
Grave, whither you muſt ſhortly go; in 
the mean Time I pronounce and declare it, as 
the Decree of this Court, that you, Thomas 
Grimes, be carried from hence to the Priſon from 
whence you came, and from thence to the 


common Place of Execution, there to be hanged 


by the Neck, till you be dead, dead, dead: 
And G- - d prepare you for a happy Reſurrection, 


The Court, before they roſe, ſigned a War- 
rant according to the Tenor of their Commiſſion, 
for his Execution on the Wedneſday following, 


and adjoured for that Day; which Warrant was 


intimated to the Priſoner that Evening, by the 
Ordinary and the Sheriff; the Ordinary's Ac- 
count of his Behaviour, Sc. is as follows.

N Wedneſday Evening the Sheriff of Mid. 
dleſex ſent for me, and acquainted me that 
he had received the Warrant for Mr. Grimes's 
Execution on that Day Se*nnight, that he believed 
| 55 E he 
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he would be ſo much ſhock'd at it he did not 


care to be the Meſſenger of ſuch diſagreeable 
News, and begg'd of me, as it ſeem'd more 
ſuitable to my Office to introduce it properly to 

one in his Circumſtances, to pay him a Viſit and 
acquaint him with it. 


1 told Mr. Sheriff the Taſk would be very 
diſagreeable to me alſo, but as I was in ſome 
Meaſure bound by the Duty of my Place, 
ſhould break the Matter to Mr. net, firſt | 
Preparing him for its Reception. 


Accordingly I was introduced to the 3 
Gentleman in one of the Cells. It was with 
ſome Difficulty he permitted me to wait on him; 
he told the Keeper, when he carried in my 
Name, that he was ſurprized I ſhould think 
of calling on him ſo ſoon ; it's time enough, ſays- 
he when I am going to Execution to be plagued 
with an impertinent Parſon,” However, on 
the Keeper's telling him it was cuſtomary for 
the Ordinary to wait on Perſons in his Circum- 
ſtances immediately after Sentence, and that it 
would look odd to deny him-Acceſs, He faid, 
D—n the Fellow, let him come in, I ſhall 
diſpatch him quickly.“ And then I was ad- 
mitted. | 


He fit in a very ſurly Humour, and when I 
paid him the uſual Compliment, he ſcarce 
vouchſafed me a Nod. He had been repreſent- 


ed to me as A very polite Gentleman, and I was 


ſurprized his Circumſtances ſhould make ſo vaſt 


( 


an Alteration in him as to diveſt him of hs. 
leaſt Veſtige of decent Civility. However, as 
Iam uſed ro thoſe kind of ſulky Fits in lower 
Life, I was not deterr'd from doing my Duty. 


1 acquainted him that I was ole according 
50 the Obligation of my Place, to offer him my 
Aſſiſtance in what regarded the Peace of his 
Soul, fince he had ſo ſhort a Time to live. He 
took up the laſt Word ſhort, and reply'd, pray 
Mr. Conſcience-Cobler, are you a Conjurer, and 
have you caſt my Nativity, that you can gueſs 
how long I have to live: What, I ſuppoſe 
you think becauſe theſe old wither'd Beldams, 
at Charing-Croſs, have pronounced Sentence on 
me, by Virtue of ſome ridiculous old Forms of 
Law, that I muſt be immediately tuck'd up, 
and you are come to help me to write my Dying 
Speech. Not ſo faſt, Sir Domine, you get no 
Bread and Cheeſe from P—— and C—— for 
writing damn'd Lies of me this Bout: Did'ſt ever 
hear of a Man of my Eſtate and Figure that was 
hang'd up for ſtealing of Maidenheads ; if that's 
all your Buſineſs you may be gone : when I am 
diſpoſed to be hang*d, you ſhall read the Office; 
I'll ſend for you, but till then I beg you 
will not Sire yourſelf the Trouble of viſiting 
me. 


1 let him run on till he topp d of himſelf, 
and then calmly reply'd, that J was ſorry to 
find him make ſo light of ſo ſerious a Matter, 
which if he would give me leave, I could con- 
vince him was really ſo; if not I. Hhould leave 
"> > W him 
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him to himſelf; that Humanity prompted me 
to the faithful Diſcharge of my Duty, which 
if it was not acceptable, ſnould Regret it on his 
own Account and no other. Come, return'd he, 
you ſeem a good natured Fellow, and juſt burſting 
with ſome important Advices which I ſuppoſe you 
have brought me: Therefore fit down, and let us 
have it, and then I ſuppoſe you'll depart in 
Peace. Sir, reply'd I, my Advice ſhall be 
very ſhort, as I know, without any Magick, 
the utmoſt Hour of your Life, and conſequent- 
ly that you have no Moments to trifle away: 
therefore recolle& your ſcattered Senſes, take 
them off from all worldly Objects, turn your 
Thoughts inward, if you find any Cauſe to 
repent, do it ſpeedily and ſeriouſly, for now 
you've no Time to loſe. Pray Sir, ſaid he, do 
you know any thing more certain of the Hour 
of my Death than myſelf? Yes Sir, I do, and 
came here only to prepare you to receive, like a 
Man, the Intimation of your approaching Fate 
from the Sheriff, whom I expect every 82 
ment. | 


| TY ſeem' d Thunderſtruck, and remain'd 
Speechleſs for ſome Minutes, now and then 
lifting up his Eyes to Heaven; and after a 
moſt melancholy Groan, he cry'd out, Good 
_ G-d, is all my Fame, Grandeur and Honour 
come to this, am I to be really cut ſhort in the 
Prime of my Days? Is there no OO, na 
Hope tor Oy ?

I was going to reply, when the Sheriff en- 
tered; Mr. Grimes raiſed himſelf as much as 
his Irons would let him, and received him very 
politely. The Sheriff ſeem'd to heſitate, and 
look'd at me, when he was about to ſpeak, 
which the Priſoner obſerving, ſaid, Mr. Sheriff, 
I partly know your Buſineſs, the worthy Cler- 
gyman has open'd it as much as my Rudeneſs 
would permit him; for which I now ask his 
Pardon: I ſee your Uneaſineſs to diſcharge 
your Office, you may do it freely, I am now 
prepared for the worſt. Then the Sheriff ac- 
quainted him with the Receipt of the Warrant 
for his Execution on the Wedneſday following, 
and took his Leave immediately, I was about 
to withdraw likewiſe, but the Priſoner deſired 
me to ſtay, and after ſome ſhort Silence, he 
asked me if I knew the B—h, the Profecutor ; 
I told him, I did not; D—n her, ſays he, it's 
impoſſible that ſhe can be ſo malicious as to ſee mg 
 hang'd ;— I muſt try to mollify her ;— that's all 
my Chance ;—but hang her, ſhe's a Woman, 
and obſtinate ; I believe I had as good prepare 
for Tyburn.— What is proper for me to read 
on this Occaſion?—T was about to reply, when he 
interrupted me ; come, faid he, its eight Days yet 
to the fatal Hour, we have time enough to think 
of that when the worſt comes to the worſt; in 
the mean time I'll ſend to my Friends at Court, 
and ſo, Reverend Sir, good Night t'ye. I judged 
him a little out of his Senſes, by his ſudden 
Starts from one Thought to another, and 

thought 
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thought it beer to leave him to recolle& him-

1 did not fee him al Day on 7 burſday, tho“ 
I attempted it more than once; he was en- 
tirely taken up with People of Rank, who I 
ſuppoſe were ſolliciting a Pardon, or a Com- 
promiſe with the Proſecutrix. On the Friday 
Afternoon, however, I had Acceſs to him, 
and found him very chearful. When I came 
in, he called for a Bottle of Wine, and drank 
to me with as much Compoſure as if we had 
been in a Tavern: He told me, laughing, that 
he hoped to convince me that neither I, the 
Sheriff, nor the old Hags at Charing-Croſs, 
knew any thing of his Deſtiny. I endeavoured 
to caution him. againſt falſe and deluſive 
Hopes in ſo critical a Caſe ; that however ſtrong 
his Aſſurances of Pardon might be, yet it could 
do him no Hurt to ſuppoſe them capable of 
being fruſtrated, and to prepare to make ſure 
of a Pardon in the Court above, which would 
ſtand him in ſtead if he did not go to plead it 
this Twenty Years, but much more if by any 
Accident he ſhould be call'd of on Vedneſday 
next. But I could work nothing on him, he 
turn'd all into Banter, and told me he was treat- 
ing with that Syren the Proſecutrix, that the 
Affair was almoſt concluded, and he hoped all 
would be well by to Morrow. 


On Saturday he was in the ſame Diſpoſition, 
but on Sunday a little deſponding, tho* not ſo 
much as to incline him to think ſeriouſly; he 

ſeem'd

ſeem'd, as at the firſt Converſation, bewilder d 
in his Thoughts, and determined neither Way, 


On Monday he was again in high Spirits, and 
continued ſo all Forenoon on - Tueſday ; but 
about Two o'Clock I was ſent for in a great 
Hurry to viſit him. I found him in 
the utmoſt Agonies of Deſpair, Rage and 
Madneſs; he was melancholly and raving mad 
by Turns, and till towards Ten at Night, was 
ſcarce Rational. It's impoſſible, and it would 
be too moving if poſſible, to repreſent the 
Dialogue we had in that Space, let it ſuffice that 
he ſaw all his Sins, and the Crimes he was con- 
demned for, in their moſt frightful Colours, 
and had not Courage to hope for Mercy or 
Forgiveneſs for ſo much Iniquity. But after 
he had exhauſted the natural Fire and Impetuo- 
ſity of his Temper, by Rage and Raving, he 
began to grow calm, and liſten more attentively 
to what I ſaid, He ſaid he had ſtill a Doubt 
hanging on his Mind, as to the Poſſibility of 
Forgiveneſs for the Rape, a Crime for which 
in the Circumſtances of his Affair, there could 
be no ample Reparation, and for which he had 
not made what Reparation was in his Power, 


About Twelve o' Clock at Night I left him to 
take, if poſſible, ſome Repoſe; at leaſt to reflect 
calmly by himſelf on the great Work of the 
next Day. In the Morning, about Seven, I 
waited on him for the laſt Time, and found 
him very calm and ſedate. I ſaw ſome Papers 
Ving on the TO: which he took up and put 
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in his Pocket when I came in. I read Prayers 
with him, and went thro' the other Parts of 
religious Worſhip common on ſuch Occaſions, 


in which he bore a Part with great Devotion 


and Compoſure. His Friends and Relations 
were then admitted, of whom he took a tender 

and affectionate Adieu. The Parting of ſome 
of them drew Tears from my Eyes, and moved 
me more than any Thing I ever met with. 
About Nine the Sheriff came to ask if he was 
ready, he ſaid he would be ſo in five Minutes, 
and deſired to be left alone; we all retired, and 
I ſuppoſe he employ'd a few Minutes in private 
Devotion. When he open'd the Door, I could 
ſee the Tears ſtarting from his Eyes, which he 
endeavoured to conceal, and aſſumed an Air 6f 
Calmneſs, when he deſired me to acquaint the 
Sheriff that he was ready. 


Ile was areſs'd in a Suit of Black 8 
with Weepers and Black Gloves, and after the 
Executioner had fix' d the Rope about his Neck 
in the uſual Manner, he was conducted to 
a Mourning Coach, into which J went with 
him. The Undertaker and ſome of his Friends 


attended in another with a Hearſe. Jack 


Ketch went in the Cart, and the Whole was 
eſcorted by a Party of the Guards, and all the 


_ Conſtables on Duty. 


He ſpoke little from Newgate to Tyburn, 
but figh'd much, and frequently ſaid, Oh! 
what muſt my Wife and Children ſuffer on 
Account of this reproachful Day,

When the Coach arrived at Bre he PEP 
out of it, call'd to Mr. — his Steward, 
gave him ſome Papers, and then beckon'd 
to the Sheriff, to whom he gave, when he 
came up to him, the Paper annex'd, and de- 
fired it might be made Publick : Then turning. 
to his Friends, who ſtood Motionleſs with Grief, 
ſome on the Cart and ſome about it, he bid 
them a final Farewel, and deſired 'the Exe- 
cutioner to move the Cart off, as ſoon as he 
pull'd the Cap over his Face, which his Valet 
had pat on him when he left the Coach, | 


| He then lifted up his Eyes, and looked 
wiſtfully towards the Sun, which then ſhone. 
bright, ſaying, I muſt never ſee thee more; 
but I ſhall ſoon be acquainted with a much 

brighter Luminary, or be overwhelm'd in 

eternal Darkneſs. He then utter*d ſome ſhort 
Ejaculations, and was about to pull down his 
Cap, when we were all ſurpriſed with a tumul- 
tuous Cry amongſt the Mob of a Reprieve! a 
KReprieve ! 


The Sheriff then td the Executioner not 
to proceed without Orders, and went him- 
ſelf towards that Corner from whence the' Cry 
begun; during which time Mr. Grimes's 
Face was agitated with a Thouſand Paſſions: 
he could not utter a Word; and I am con- 
vinced at that Period, he knew not what he 
thought; his Ideas muſt change and return ſo

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quick upon him, they could leave no Traces te- 
TR. _ 


But all Hearts up, when the Sheriff came 


_ galloping, and ſhowing him a Reprieve fign'd 
by Mrs. Juſtice Broadbottom, He read it, and 
Joy was viſible in his Countenance, faying, 
Life is ſweet, I did not know the Value of it 
till 1 was about to loſe it; ; had the Condi- 
tions been offer d a Fortnight ago, I think I 
ſhould have rejected them; but now I know 
almoſt what it is to die, I accept of them, ig- 


nominious as they are; you may perform the 
Ceremony when you pleaſe, that the Mob . 


not have a Holliday 1 in vain. 


The Sheriff bow'd 102 rode off, ſaying he 


would return in a few Minutes. We, that 
heard the laſt Words about the Conditions 
and Ceremony, were much at a Loſs what 
to make of it, but durſt not ask Mr. Grimes, 
who ſtood in the Cart with a ſullen kind of 
Joy in his Countenance.

However, we were ſoon put out of Pain 
by the Appearance of another Coach, which 


came up with the Sheriff, and was brought 
cloſe to the Cart, and out of it was carried by 
two of the Conſtables, the exact Effigy of Mr. 

5 Grimes in Wax, dreſs'd after the lame Man- 
ner. 
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Rope put about the Neck of it, the real

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Mr. Grimes 080 behind it; and the Coach 
which brought it, and concealed the whole 
Scene from the greateſt Part of the Spectators, 
being drawn away, the Signal was given, 
and the Cart was drawn off with the real Mr. 
Grimes in it, but left the Effigy hanging on 
the Tree; which dreadfully ſurpriſed the Mob, 
who were full before of a Reprieve, and now 


ſaw, as they thought, Mr. Grimes hanging | 
before them. 


The Women ſhrieked, the Pidgeons were 
let fly, and at leaſt nine Parts out of Ten 
of all that were there, would have made an 
Affidavit that they really ſaw Mr. Grimes hang'd, 
and hardly could they be convinced, even 
when the Figure was cut down 2 the Parts 
divided . them. 


In the mean Time Mr. Grimes himſelf 
went into a Hackney Coach, and ſlipt away 
unobſerved by any but his F riends, and ſet 
out in two Hours for Bath, to recover the 
_ Fright, . 


He only ſtopt at Whitehall to ack his Friends 
for the Change of his Sentence, they having 
had compromiſed the Affair with the Proſecu- 
trix, who went along with them to the Court 
then ſitting at Charing-Cre/s, and prevailed on 
the Worthipful Mrs. Juſtice Broadbottom, Mrs. 
. Juſtice Firebrand, and Mrs. Baron Riggh- 
rump, to change the Sentence to hanging in 

Effigy in the Manner we have related, _ 
| that 
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that his Picture ſhould be affix d for a Year 
and a Day on all the Piſſing Poſts in Town,

_ moſt of the Time fince the Tryal, I was more 
buſied about Life than Death. I flattered 


myſelf that Money, Power, Pomp, Titles and 


Friends, would ſcreen me from the Attacks of 


human juſtice, and diſappoint the Sentence, 
and baniſh'd from my diſturbed Mind the leaſt 
Thought tending to my everlaſting Happi- 

neſs, or making up that long Account, for 


which I muſt ſhortly Anſwer. And when I 
came-in the latter Hours of my Confinement 


to think ſeriouſly upon Death, I found the 
love of Life, and the bewitching Pleaſure of 


the gay World had taken ſuch deep Root in 
my falſe Heart, that I could ſcarce reconcile 


myſelf to the Thoughts of my approaching 


Fand with any Degree of manly Calmnels. 


The Birth, the Titles, the Rank I held among 
Mankind, the Riches 1 poſſeſs'd, the Rela- 
tions I claim'd Kindred to, in all which I prided.

I own the Juſtice of my Sentence, the impar- 
FL of my worthy. Judges, the Candour of 
the Jury, and only hope Mankind will be ſo 
generous as not to load my poor Wife and 
Children. with the Infamy of my Conduct. I 
pray my Proſecutrix to carry her Revenge no 
farther than the Grave, and, to join with all 
pious Chriſtians in praying for a happy Reſur- 
rection to me; and I beg that all young Gen- 
tlemen may take Warning from my diſmal and 
untimely End, and ſhun Vice and Folly of every 
kind; for if their Rank ſcreens them in ſome Caſes 
from human Juſtice, yet Woe, Woe, Woe be 
to them; there is a Judgment to come, where 
all Piſtinctions are levell'd, where the Poor and 
Rich have the ſame Tryal, and ſuffer for the 
Deeds done in the Body, without Regard to the 
vain Title, Pomp and Grandeur, which blunts 
the Sword of Juſtice here, and turn its Edge 
only againſt poor petty Villains, whoſe Crimes 
in Compariſon of mine are nothing.
